Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Spe- 
caujJ—Numerous reforms in the ad. 
ministration of military justice were, 
advocated today by Maj. Gen. Leonard 
wood, commander of the central army 
department with headquarters at Chi- 
cago, in submitting his views to the 
committee of the American Bar as- 
sociation investigating court martial 
procedure. He dwelt particularly on 
the need of a more thorough investi- 
gation of charges before submission 
to“eourt martial and greater consid- 
eration of the human element in en- 
forcing discipline. 

Gen. Wood said the fundamental 
defect in the present system of mili- 
tary justice is not so: much in the 
machinery as in the rigid carrying 
eut of the rules and orders. He said 
75 per cent of the cases which have 
come before general courts martial 
should never have been submitted. 


‘Here Are ‘Recommendations. 

The chief reforms recommended by 
Gen. Wood were: 

A more thorough examination of 
cases in the first instance. . 

Better training of officers in the 
art of handling men. 
' Treatment of men in a manner 
to enabie them to maintain their

Greater use of the minor courts. 

Appointment of more competent 
and experienced men to defend the 
accused.

Im the death of former Ambassador Robert S. 
MeCormick Chicago loses another citizen whose 
personality and public service made a part of the. 


‘memorable decades preceding and following the, |

Columbian exposition. During these years Mr. 
MeCormick was continuously abroad in the dip- 
lomatic service, but in positions of advancing re- 
sponsibility and dignity, from secretary at Lon- 
don te minister at Vienna and ambassador at St. 
Petersburg and Paris, he feprésented in a manner 
distinctly successful and creditable to the city 
qu@lities conspicuous in the best citizenship of that 
period. | 

The condescension, if not contempt, with which 
Chicago had been treated by the older commu- 
nities of the country as an upstart village of un- 
couth manners and provincial horizon were con- 
fronted by the achievement of the world’s fair. 
Chicago, it seerned, had ideals and standards and

Mr. McCormick, 
who left the American embassy to England to 
represent the exposition’s interests in that coun.

to move with ease and understanding in the so- 
phisticated court life into which his subsequent 
diplomatic career took him. In the last decade 
of the nineteenth century and the first of the pres- 
ent Vienna, St. Petersburg, and Paris lived fully 
in the traditions of European aristocratic diplo- 
macy and the shirt sleeve diplomat was likely to 
make little headway however good his intentions. 
Our foreign service had not always taken this 
fact into account, but many distinguished Ameri- 
cans, scholars, men of letters and of distinguished 
accomplishment had kept alive at the principal 
courts the traditions of American diplomacy set 
by Franklin and Jay and Gallatin. Ambassador 
MeCormick, American of the oldest stock and loyal 


‘citizen of the youngest great city of the world, 


could enter this world, knowing its language, un- 
derstanding its traditions, its standards, its preju- 
dices and susceptibilities. He could think and@ act 
as an American while he could observe as a Eu- 
ropean. 
Perhaps in the period now opening this duality 
will be less valuable. But it was essential to real 
success in our diplomacy of the past and it in- 
sured Mr. McCormick's usefulness during a dip- 
lomatic experience covering nearly twenty years, 
@ career cut short by the ill health which com- 


~ pelied his retirement in 1907 and culminated in 


his death at Hinsdale yesterday.

The war department, through Gen. March, has 
written to Senator McCormick of Illinois that no 
assurance can be given Chicago that it can have a 
parade of the Prairie division on the return of the 
regiments from France. 

Chicago logically asked for the parade because 


it is not only the largest city in Illinois but be

The city wants to welcome them as spokes- 


man for the state. 


The Prairie division is the Illinois national guard.. 


These men are our own fellows. Some of them 
had been in the guard for years. They had been 


in the guard before any one dreamed that the. 


United States would send men to fight in France. 
They have fought in France. 


We know what the physical obstacles are in the 


way of a division parade in Chicago. The war de- 
partment defines these difficulties. They are rec- 
ognized and cohceded. Nevertheless we persist and 
insist there ought to be a parade of this Illinois 
division in Chicago.. New York saw the parade of 
the New York national guard division. It was pos- 
sible there. Why is it not possible here? _ 

We want to make these Illinois men sensible of 
the opinion of their fellows in the state. We want 
the civilians here to see and know what a division 
is. We want public opinion to have given its per- 
ceptive qualities an idea of what was meant in the 
dispatches when reference was made to the Ger- 
mans throwing fifty divisions into a battle, of the 

French hitting with forty, of the Germans hesitat- 
ing to attack because they had lost touch with 
twenty-five American divisions and remained on the 
defensive because they did not know when or where 
these’ lost American divisions would appear in at- 
tack. 

When Chicagoans have seen one division—the 
Illimois national guard division—filling the streets 
they will know what masses of men are represented 
by such units and what armies are. That will be

$0.—[To the Friend of the People.}—I 
was born in Bromberg, Germany, in 
1879. My father emigrated to the United 
‘States in 1880 and took out the final 
citizen papers in Denver in 1888. How- 
ever, I remained in Germany until 1903, 
.in order to complete my education and 
emigrated then to the United States. I 
‘was 9 years old when my father became 
‘an American citizen. 

I took out first papers tn Denver in 

, 4905. In 1907 I left for Mexico, where 
.I remainéd most of the time with the 
‘exception of 1914, 1915, and part of 1916, 
which I spent in El Paso, Tex. 
I wish to state that I registered under 
ithe U. 8. draft law in Mexico. The rep- 
resentative of the American consulate 
general in Mexico City accepted my in- 
_come tax to be forwarded to ‘the col- 
lector of internal revenue, saying that 
I am an American citizen. 

Will you please advise me if I can 
claim citizenship on account of being 
under age when my father became citi- 
zen? 

If not a citizen do I have to pay the 
income tax while living in Mexico and 
| where can I make the claim in order to 
i|have the tax returned? W. J. F. 
| <A child of alien parentage does not derive 
' citizenship through the naturalization of his 
'parents ‘less dwelling in the United States 
during his minority. The writer never dwelt 
in the United States during his minority, and 
therefore did not derive citizenship through 
‘the naturalization of his father. 
| His declaration of intention made in 1905 


‘has expired by limitation and he has also 


‘lost his right to naturalization by a residence 
in a foreign country after he declared his in- 
tention to become a citizen. If he desires to 
become a citizen of the United States he must 
return and reside in the United States five 
years at Jeast, continuously, and have a dec 

‘laration at least two years old and not more 

‘than seven years old at the time he applies 

for naturalization.

“Bookie” or Holdup 
Until Now. 


The report of this robbery ten’t on 
the police books, but the sergeant at 
the central detail might just as well 
read it to the coppers this morning so 
that each may do his duty for the good 
of the department— ;

Q.—-[1] Please tellyne when to start 
geranium slips in order to have nice, 


sturdy plants for my porch boxes in | 
spring.

A.—[1] Make cuttings any time in 
September and even in October before | 
frost weakens the young shoots, using | 
sturdy 8nds 1% to 5. inches long with 
at ‘least two leaf nodes. Cut with 
a sharp knife: a quarter inch below 
anode. [2] Remove all leaves and the 
ears at their bage except the leaves 
sprouting at the end and the top- 
most large leaf. Insert the cuttings, 
1 to 1% inches. deep, in clear, well 
moistened, drained sand, spacing them 
% to 1% inches. Place the réceptacle 
in a sunny window, with cheese cloth 
Stretched over it four inches above the 
cuttings. 

Remove the cover in five or six days, 
withholding all watering unless there 
are indications of wilting. If the stem 
of any turns black, cut off that por- 
tion and reinsert to cover no less 
than one leaf node or throw it ‘out 
entirely. In three weeks the cuttings 
will be sufficiently rooted for potting 
in individual two to three-inch pots 
with good, sandy garden soil. Place 
the potted plants in sheltered, sunny,

UMP MUST DECIDE IF 
MAN RUNS OUT OF LINE 


BY BILLY EVANS. 
| HE right of a base runner as to 
running out of the line resolves | 
itself into a matter of judgment 
' on the part of the umpire. What 
One official might regard as a viola- 
tion of the rights of the runner might | 
be overlooked by another umpire. 
The rule is specific enough. It says | 
the base runner is out if, in running: 
from first to second, from second to. 
third, or from third to home, he runs | 
more than three feet from a direct 
line between a base and the next one 
in regular or reverse order, to avoid 
being touched by a ball in the hands.

Of late years blocking a base run- 
ner has come to be quite the. fashion. | 
Catchers, who are heavily padded, take 
such chances more often than the in- | 
fielders, although every now and then | 
in a pinch some infielder will take a 
long chance to accomplish his purpose. | 
The blocking of a base runner is all 
right from a point of rule, provided 
the man making the play hag the ball 
in his possession. In such a case the 
fielder is taking an equal chance with 
the base runner. It is when the fielder 
pulls the play before receiving the 
ball that hurts. In all such cases the 
umpire is supposed to allow the base 
runner to advance a base without Lia- 
bility to be put out.
